Paflage of the Patowmac through 
the Biwe Ridge. 


Jaurs ard Patowmac rivers penetrate 
throws) all the ridges of mountains eaftward 
ot tie Ailepaaey Tirat is bro- 
ken by wo watercourfe. it is is fa& the 
{sine of the country betweea the Atlantic 
on one fide, andthe Mifiifipitnd Sc. Laur. 
ence on the other. The pvilage of the Patow- 
mac thre’ the blue ridge is perhaps one of the 
moft itapendous {cenes in nature. You 
jiand on avery high pointof land. On 
your right c.mes up the Shenandoah, having 
ranged along the foot of the mountain aa 
hundred milesto feeka vent. On your lefr 
approaches the }’atowmac, in queft of a paf- 
faze alfa. Jn the moaisnt of their jundiion 
they ruth together again the meontaia, 
rend it afunder, and pals off to the fea. The 

rft glance’ of this fcene hurries our tcnies 
jaty the Opigion that this earth ha: beeu cre. 
etedia time, that the mountains were form- 
cd arf, that the rivers began to flow after- 
wards, thatinthis plece particularly they 
have been dammed up by the Biue Ridge 
of mountains, and have formed an oceze 
which filed the whole valley; tha: conti- 
to rife, tucy have at levetn broken 
this fpot, aud have torn the mouat- 
ain down from its fumumit to ats bale ‘The 
pileseft xk on each hand, bat partiaiarly 
pandcah, the evident maiks cf 
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the picture is ofa very different character. 
It is a true eontralt to the fore ground. It is 
.as placid and delightful as that is wild and 
tremendeus. For the mountain being clo- 
vea aiunder, fae prefents to youreye, thro’ 
the cleft, a {mali catch of fmooth blue hori- 
zoe, at an infinite diflance in the plain 
country, inviting you, as it were, from the 
tumult andrict rearing around, to pafs thro’ 
the breach and participaie of the calm be- 
low. Here the eye ultimately compofes it- 
felf; ane tht way too the road happens-ac- 
tually to lead. You crois the Pa owmac 
avove tne junétion, pals along its fide thro’ 
the bale of the moentain for three miles, 
its terrible precipices hanging in fragments 
over you, aed within about zo miles reach 
Frederic town and the fine country reand 
that. This fene is worth a vovage acrois 
the Atlantic. Yet here. asin the ‘neigh- 
bourheod of the Natural Bridge, are peo- 
ple who have pafled their lives within half a 
dozen miles, and have never been to furvey 
thefe monaments of a war betweea rivers 
and mouatains, which maf have fhakca the 
earth itielf to its center. 





Falling Spring. 


i HE only remarkable cafcade in this 
country, is thatofthe Failing Spring in 
Augata, It is a water of james river, 
where itis culled Jackion’s river, rifing in 
the warm ipring mountains, aboot twenty 
nities South-Weit of the warm fpring, and 
flowing into that valley. About three quar- 
ters ofa mile from itsfource, it fallsover a 
rock 200 feet into the valiey below. The 
fheet of water is broken in its breadth, by 
the rock, in two or three places, but not at 
all inits height. Between the fheet and the 
rock, at the bottom, yon may walk acrofs 
dry. ‘This cataratt wiil-bear no compari- 
fon with that or Niagara, as to the guanti- 
ty of water compofing it; the fheet being 
enly 12 or ts feet wide above, and foe. 
whot more fare d below; butic is half as 
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of M. Vaudreuil, Governor of Canada, 


and 130 according to a more recent ac- 
count. 





Blowing Cave. 
Agr the Panther gap, in the ridge 


which divides the waters of the Cow and 
the Calf pafture, is what is calied the Blow- 
ing Cave. It is in the fide of a hill, is of 
about 100 feet diameter, and emits con. 
ftantly a current of air of fuch force, as to 
keep the weeds proftrate to the diftance of 
twenty yards before it. This current is 
fron zef in dry, frofly weather, and in long 
fpells ofrain weakeltl. Regular inipirations 
and expirations of air by caverns and fiflures 
have been prebably enough accounted for, 
by fuppofing them combined with intermit- 
ting fountains ; as they muft of.courfe in- 
hale air while their reicrvoirs are efaptyiagz 
chemieives, and agais cmit it while thes 
are filling. But a conftant iffue of air, on- 
ly varying in its force as the weather is dryer 
or damper, will require a rew hypothefis. 


Tie Natural Bridge. 


l HE Natural Bridge, the mof fub- 
lime of Nature’s works, though nct com- 
prehended under the prefent head, mut not 
be pretermitted. It is onthe afceat of a 
hill, which feems to have bean cloven thro’ 
its length by fome great convalfion. The 
fffere, jut at the bridge, is, by fome ad- 
meafurements, 270 teet deep, by others on- 
ly 205. It is about 45 feet wide at the 
betrom, and go feet atthe top; this of 
courfe determines the length of the bridge, 
aud its height fromthe water. Its breadth 
ia the middle, is about 60 feet, but more 
at the ends, and the thicknefs of the mals at 
the iummit of the arch, about_4o feet, A 
part of this thickneis is conftitated by 2 
coat of earth, which gives growth to many 
large trees. , The rend re, with the hill on 
both fides, is one iolid reck of limeftone. 
‘Vhe arch approaches the Semi-ejlipticad 
form ; but the larger axis of tk 
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which would be the chord of the arch, is 
many times longer than the traniverie. 
‘Though the fides of this bridge are provided 
ia foume parts with a parapet of xed socks, 
yet few men aave refolation enough to walk. 
to them and look overinto the abyfs. You 
involuntarily fall om. your hands and feet, 
creep ta the parapet and peep over it. 
Looking down trom this. height about a mi- 
nute, give ms a violent head-ach. If the 
view from the top be painful and intclera- 
ble, coat dora below is delight{al in an e- 
qualextreme. It is impoffible for the emo- 
tions ariGug from the fablime to be felt be- 
youl what they are here: fo beautiful an 
arch, {9 elevated, fo light, and ipringing 
sit were up to. heaven, the rapture of the 
ipectator is really indeicribable! The fif- 
re continuing narrow, deep, and freight, 
ims a confiderable d:flance above aod below 
he bridge, opeasa fhort bat very pieafing 
mew of the north mountaia on one iile and 
Biue Ridge on the other, at the diftance each 
af. them of about five miles. This. bridge 
win the cotaty Of Rockoridge, towhich it 
W2s given name, and affords a public and 
commodious paflage over a vailey, which 
cannot be crofied eliewhere*for a confidera- 
ble diftance. The fiream pailing under it is 
called Cedar Creek. Ik is a water of James 
river, and fafiicient in the drief feaions to 
turn a grift mill, thowgh its feuntain is not 
more thantwo miles above. 





The Mammeth, or Big Buffalo. 


Ove quadrupcds have been moflly de- 
foribed by Linnzas and Monf. de Buffon. 
Of thefe the M:mmoth +, or Big Buffalo, 
as called by the Indians, muff certainly 
have been the largeft.. Their tradition is 
that he was carnivorous and {till exifts in the 
northern parts cf America. A delegation 
of warriors from the Delaware tribe having 
vifited the governor of Virginia, during the 
prefent revolution, on matters of buinefs, 
after thefe had been difcuffed and fettled in 
council, the Governor aiked them fome 
queftions relative to their country, and am- 


ong othcrs, what they knew or had heard of 


the animal whofe bones were found at the 
Saltlieks,? on the Ohio. The chief {fpeaker 


immediately put himfe!f intoan attitude of 


Oratory, and with a pomp, fuited towhat he 
conceived the elevation of the fubjec, in- 
formed him that it was a tradition handed 


down from their fathers, ‘ Thatin ancicnt 
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times-a herd of thefe tremendous animals 
came to the big-bonelicks, and began an 
univerfal dettraction of the bear, deer, 
ejits, buffaloes, and ocher animals which 
had been created fer the Indians : that 
the great man above, looking down and 
feeing this, was fo enraged, that he feiz- 

ed his lightening, defceaded on earth, 
‘ feated himeelf oa a neighbouring moun- 
tain, ona rock of which his feat and the 
‘ print of his fect are Mull to Se icen, aod 
* hurled ~his bolts amvuog them uil the 
whole were @auzhiered, except the big 
ball, who prefeating his forhead to the 
thafts thook them off as they fell £ bat mii- 
fing one at icngth, it wounded him in the 

le; whereon, ipringing round, he 
© pounded over the Ohto, over the Wa- 
¢ bach, ibe Lllinois, and finally over the 
* great lakes, where he is living at this day.’ 
le is weil known that on the Olio, andin 
many parts ef America farther north, tufks, 
grinders, and. tkeletons of unparrailcied 
magnitude are fonnd in great nunibvers, 
fome lying oa the furtace of the earth, and 
fame a little beliowit A Mr. Stanicy, ta- 
ken prifoner by the Indians, nearthe mouth 
of the. Tanifiee, relates that after being 
transferred throngh leveral tribes, from one 
to another, he was at length carried over 
the mountains weit of the Miflouri, toa ri- 
ver which runs weftwardly; that thete 
bones abounded there ; and that the matives 
defcribed to him the animal to which they 
belonged as fill exifling in the northera 
parts of their country.; from which defcrip- 
tion he judged ittobe an elephant. Bones 
of the fame kind have been lately found, 
fome feet below the furface of the earth, in 
falines opened on the North Holften, a 
branch of the Taniffee, about the latitude 
of 36d. 30m. Nerth. From the accounts 
publifhed in Europe, I fappofe it to be ce- 
cided that thefe are of the fame kind with 
thofe foand in Siberia. Inftances are men- 
tioned of like animal remains found in the 
racre fouthern climates of both hemn{pheres ; 
ut they are either fo loofely meniioned as 
to leave a doubt of the fa&, or foinaccurate- 
ly deferibed as not to autherife theclafliag of 
them with the great northern bones, or fo 
rare as to found a fafpicion that they have 
been carried thither from more northern re- 
gions. So that on the whole there feem to 
be no certain velliges of the exiftence of this 
asimal further South than the falines Jat 
mentioned. Itis remarkable that the tufks 
and skeletons have been afcribed by the 
naturalifis of Roropeto the elephant, while 
the grinders have been given to the hippo- 
potamas, or riverhorie. Yet it is acknow- 
ledged that the tusks and skeletons are 
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the grinders many tfmesgreater than thofe 
ofthe hippopotamus, ahd eflentially differs: 
entto form, Wherevwcr theie grinders ara 
found, there alfe we find the wks and tke. 
leton ; bat no ikelcton of the hippopotamus, 
nor grinders ofthe elephant. 1: wiil nor be 
faid that tha hippopotamus aud elephant 
came always to the fame jpot, the former to 
depoiit his griaders, and the latter his tufks 
and fkeleten. For whit became of the 
parts not depofited there? We muft agree 
then that thele remains belong to’ cach oth. 
er, that hey are of one and the fame anim. 
al, that this was not a hippopotamus, bes 
cawe the hippopotamus had no tufks nor fuch 
a frase, and becaufe the grinders differ in 
their ize, as well as in the number and 
form of their points, “Phat is was not an 
elephant | think afceriained by proofs e- 
qitaliy decifive. I wil] not avail myfelf of 
the authority of the celebrated anatomift *, 
who, from an ¢xamination of the form and 
ftruéture of the twhks, has declared they 
were efentially difereet from thole of the 
elephant; becavfe another anatea:il |}, e- 
qually celebrated, has declared, on a like 
examination, that they are precifely the 
fame. 1. The fkeletan of the Mammoth, 
(for fo the incognitum has been called) be- 
{peaks an animal o/ tive or fix times the 
cunic volume of the elephant, as Mou’. de 
Buffon has admitted. z. The giinder: ave 
five times a6 large, are ‘guste, ard the 
grinding furface ttudded Ww four or five 
rows of blunt points: whe.en: thot 
elephant are broad and 2. ind 


im, AGG . ther 
grinding furtace fat. 7. L have never 
heard an taftance, acd fupvofe there has 
been none, of the grinder of an eleshent 
being foundin America. From the knowa 
temperature and conitirution of the cle; hant, 
he could never have exited in thofe reciong 
where the remains of the Memmoth have 
been found. The elephant is a native only 
of the torrid zone and its. vicinities, [Ff 
with the afliltance of warm apartments and 
warm Cloathing, he has been preferved in 
life in the temperate climates of Europe, jz 
has only been fora fimall portion of whae 
would have been his natural period, and 
no infiance of his multiplication in them 
hasever been known. But no bones of the 
mammoth, as I have before obferved, have 
been eve found farther fouth than the fa. 
lines ofthe Holfton, and they have been 
found w far north as the Arétic circle, ——. 
Thote uerefore who are of opinion thay the 
elephart and Mammoth are the fame, muff * 
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believe, r. That the seid cert to us 
can exilt # d maltiply in the frozen zone ; 
or, 2. Thatan internal fire may once have 
warmed thofe regions, and fince abandoned 
them, of which however the globe exhibits 
no unequivocal indications ; or, 3. That 
the o@ quity of the ecliptic, when thefe el 

ephaats lived, was fo great as to include 
within the tropics ail thofe regions in which 
the bones®re found; the tropics beiag, as is 
before obferved, the natural limits of Aabit- 
gtion for the elephant. Bui if ac be admit- 
ted that thisob!iquity has really decresied, 
and we adopt the higheit rate of decreale 
yet pretended, that is, of one minuie ina 
ceutury, to transfer the norihera tropic to 
the arctic circle, would carry tac exideace 
of thefe fuppofe? ciepaanis 250,00 years 
back ; a period far beyond our conception 
of the duratioa of autmal bards left expo- 
fed tothe open ais, as thete are in many ia- 
fances. Befides, though thele regions | 
would then be tuppofed wichia the tropics, 
yet thear winters would have Seen too fevere 
far the fennbility of the clephant. They 
would have had too bnt one day and one 
night in the year, @ circumftance to which 
we have no résion to iuppole the nature of 
theelephaart fitted,

Long-Ifjand. It is fuppofed thac 
wheat from Germany introduced it 
ainong us. 

It is vifible in the fhape of a fly 
about early fowing time, and it is 
fuppofed foon after to depofit its 
eggs in the tender grain, which 
eges become fimall bugs before 
harveft ; thefe bugs are very finall 
anc green at firft, and are lodged 
in the firft joint of the ftraw or 
{talk next the root;. they foon after 
become of the colour, bignefs and 
fhape of a fmall. ripe flaxfeed. 
The infect in the fhape of a fly, 
deftroys the green wheat foon after 
fowing; and in the fhape of a bug, 
cuts or faws off the ftraw before 
harveft, I have never viewed the 
bug by a microfcope. 

This infect is a great deftroyer 
of wheat It fometimes at- 





tacks rye, yer notin {fo pernicious 


a manner. As to other grain of irs 
effects upon themiIcan fay nothing. 

There ts a {pecies of wheat, on 
Long-Ifland, of an excellent 
quality, both for yielding pienti- 
fully and goed flour, which this 
infect will not injure as it does o- 
ther wheat. This fpecies of wheat 
is called the white bearded, yetrl 
muft- here warn the reader, that 
there is another kind of white 
bearded whea3, which. has no ad. 
vantage againft the infect. The 
proper white bearded wheat may 
be had of Mr. Underhill, whe 
owns valuable mills at Flufhing, 
anda who has been very affiduous in 
purchafing this kind, and feiling 
it for the good of the community, 
lo him I would advife the farmer 
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to apply, after next harveft, for 
this valuable grain. Perhaps the 
reatlon why this grain is not fo 
much injured by the infect, is that 
the ftalk or ftraw is ftronger thano - 
thers {as is fuppofed concerniag 
rye) or perhaps there is fomething 
difagreeable in it to the talte of the 
infect. 

The infec feems to be now re- 
tiring from Long-IMand. It is 
imagined that lime is the beft ma- 
nure to. prevent the infect from 
kniting the wheat, and the bef 
time of fowing.is the laft of Sep- 
tember or beginning of October, 
when the mornings and evenings 
are frofty and benumb the infect, 
and thus prevent its ravages. 

TI have been told that this infect 
is. defcribed, and the method of 
preventing its. pernicious operati- 
ons related in the French Dittion- 
ary, entitled Encyclopedie, which 
{.could wifh to fee tranflated in 
your paper.
